Germany has , become once 
more a-competitor in the sea-care 
‘rying trade of the World. Her-re- 
covery is-one of the most remark- 
able; if the least-generally rxe-+ 
cognised, events of the past for 
years or so, Consider . what, 
happened jn that country, whic is 
supposed to be so Poor that i it can 
hardly exist: 

1. When the war broke out 
Germany possessed aad more 
than 5,000,000 ‘tons of shipping, 


‘| constructed of ‘steel or iron, apart 


from, on the one hand, her sailin 
vessels, and, on the other, all ships 
of Iess than 100 tons. She ranked 
‘as the second greatest sca-carrying 
Power inthe world, and had created 


-}an.efficient organisation in every, 


foreign port for dealing with pase 
sengers and cargots,. She-was the 
most serjous competitor of the 
British mercantile marine; bué her 
competition was in passenger and 
cargo liners rather than in tramp 
ships, and half the shipping of this. 
country consisted, of. tramps—a 
term not, of reproach but of pride, 
“2, Underthe Treaty of Versailles |; 
Germany was called: upon to sur- 
rendog practically all her seagoing 
jonnage,and she-was-left with-only: 
about 400,000 tons of steam tonnage, 
built of steel or iron, of 100 tons or 
upwards, It ‘seemed.as though to 
‘the limit of vision’ Gormany would 
not count in the sea-carrying trade 
of the world. 

3.. As soon as all this shipping 
had ‘been handed over to the 
Allies—proving rather a curse than 
a blessing to them, and ,to us in 
particular—the :Germans' set to 
work to create a new merchant 
fleet, with every assurance that it 
would be the’ most efficient in -the 
world. The German Government 
set aside first 11,000,000,009 of 
marks, and later on, when the value 
of the mark had- fallen, a further 
18,000,000,000 of marks, All this 
money was allocated as compensa- 
‘tion to shipowners who had surren- 
dered their vessels under the Peace 
Treaty, in order to assist them in 
paying for the new ships and on 
the understanding that they used it 
for this purpose, and no other. 
’ “4, This: policy has -been so far 
successful that the Germans now 
possess a merchant ficet-of about 
2,500,000 tons, and by’ the end-of 
‘the present year,they will own 
about’ 3,000, ,009 tons, Without count- 
ing sailing ships or vessels under 
100 tons. They have built a great 
volume of* new. tonnage at very 
cheap.rates, and they have bought 
—and gre still buying—second- 
hand tonnage, purchasing ia Eng- 
land as well as elsewhere, and 
paying cash! 


ACTIVITY ON THE TRADE ROUTES; |: 


Germany is thus-once more a 
competitor ip the sea-carrying 
trade of the world. ‘During the 
war and in the years immediately 
following the conclusion of. peace, 
German shipowners ‘managed by 
one means or another to Kcep alive 
their shipping agencies in all parts 
of the world. The result was that 
as soon as they had ships to resume 
sailings, they were able to pick up 
the threads of their Ppreewar 
business under’ favourable ‘condi- 
tions. They earned freights in the 
high, though varying, currencies of 
foreign ,countries, but they paid for 
wages, provisions, and stores, re= 
presenting about half. the out- 
goings, in greatly depreciated 
marks.
